REPORT OF THE BOARD OF SELECTMEN 


To the Citizens of East Bridgewater: 


1993 was an eventful year for the Town of East Bridgewater and the Board of 
Selectmen. The April election brought a change in the Board as former Selectwoman 
Irena Swartz returned for another term. Selectwoman Swartz outlined her goals in 
April. The Board is grateful to former Selectman James Metz for his many years of 
service to the town as a member of the Finance Committee and Board of Selectmen. 


In February, the Board appointed Lynne Burchill as Town Accountant and Edward 
Spellman as Treasurer/Collector. Both proved to be excellent choices and fine 
additions to the town's financial team. In turn, the Board of Selectmen 
congratulated former Town Clerk, Elaine S. Powers on her retirement in 1993 and 
thank her for her dedication to the Town for over thirty years. Town Hall and Town 
Meeting will never be the same. 


The Board continued the town's involvement with the Southeastern Massachusetts 
Regional Services Group which has been cited by the state and various publications 
as a model of grass-roots regionalism. The town is pleased to be a leader in this 
area. 


In the end, 1993 will be remembered as a very difficult one financially. The 
1994 Fiscal Year budget was constructed in an environment of massive revenue and 
expenditure problems that put the town approximately one million dollars in the red 
at the beginning of the process. The addition of $650,000 in additional state aid 
through the Education Reform Act was a large factor in saving the town from 
substantial budget cuts. 


Many positive things resulted from the budget pressures of 1993. First, the 
Board of Selectmen became involved in much more depth with the budget priorities and 
financial direction of the town and showed leadership during a very difficult time. 
Second, the Board was able to successfully reduce the fixed cost burden to the town 
by approximately $200,000 through changes in insurance carriers and by joining the 
Southeastern Massachusetts Health Group, a health insurance purchasing consortium of 
municipal entities. These changes will have a lasting effect on the town's fixed 
cost burden for years to come. Our appreciation is extended to the Group Insurance 
Advisory Committee and the Loss Control Committee for their part in this success. 


1993 also brought the town's first Crime Watch program as well as the influx 
of state grant monies for hiring an officer to conduct the Community Policing 
Program instituted by Police Chief John Silva. 


As the Board continues to wage a successful war on reducing the town's fixed 
costs, our efforts were recognized by the Massachusetts Municipal Association for an 
outstanding year in the area of loss control and management of the workers 
compensation program. These efforts will continue in the future. The Board remains 
diligent in this area and is committed to the principle of putting the town's 
limited resources towards services rather than fees, assessments, and insurance 
premiums. 


Once again, the Board was able to conduct an efficient licensing and 
appointment process for the year and we would like to thank Principal Clerk, 
Karen Grabau and Executive Secretary, Richard LaFond for their dedicated service to 
the town. Additionally, we wish to thank the various town boards, committees and 
departments for their efforts in 1993 and wish them success and continued 
cooperation in the future.

REPORT OF THE FIRE DEPARTMENT 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and the Citizens of the Town of East 
Bridgewater. 


I respectfully submit the annual report for the year 1993. 


During the past calendar year ending December 31, 1993, the Fire Department 
responded to 1206 emergency incidents. Medical aid emergencies accounted for 680 of 
this total. Manpower still remains limited, consisting of 3 firefighters on duty, 
allowing for 2 firefighters to respond immediately to an emergency with the third 
firefighter remaining in the station for dispatch purposes. 


I am pleased to report that as of July 1, 1993 we had a full complement of 
firefighters working without anyone on long term line of duty injury. This is the 
first time in over 8 years this has been the case. We continue to emphasize training 
and safe practices in an effort to reduce any further line of duty injuries. 


The department received a second semi-automatic defibrillator, donated by many 
local businesses and the Firefighter Relief Association. 


A seven day a week blood pressure clinic has been introduced and offered at 
the fire station to all town residents. The clinic is operated by on-duty EMTs on a 
walk-in basis. Computerization of the department's day to day operations and 
dispatch responsibilities has increased substantially over last year and will remain 
an on-going project. 


Fire prevention has become one of the top priorities for this department. The 
scope of inspections have been greatly expanded utilizing all shift officers and 
their personnel to conduct these inspections while on duty. During 1993, the 
department conducted over 260 fire prevention inspections. High hazard and large 
occupancy locations were targeted this year for inspection, including auto body 
shops, the movie cinema, restaurants, etc. 


Mutual aid agreements have been reestablished and/or expanded, allowing us to 
summon fire equipment and personnel from surrounding communities on a moment's 
notice. These reciprocating agreements are needed in order to provide an acceptable 
level of emergency services to the townspeople. 


Mary Gormley was hired January 28, 1993 for the position of permanent 
Firefighter/EMT. At this time, she became the first full-time woman firefighter in 
the history of this Fire Department. I wish Mary and her family well with her new 
career. 


Deputy Maurice Hennessey retired June 30, 1993 after working 39 1/2 years in 
the Fire Department. His presence will be missed by all. I would like to wish Mauri 
and his wife Florence a happy and healthy retirement. 


I would like to thank the Fire Officers and Firefighters that have assisted me 
in the operation of the Fire Department during the last year. Also, I would like to 
thank the Board of Selectmen, all Town Departments and Committees for their help and 
guidance throughout the year.

REPORT OF THE FIRE WARDEN 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and the Citizens of the Town of East 
Bridgewater. 


I respectfully submit my annual report as Fire Warden. 


During the calendar year ending December 31, 1993, the Fire Department 
responded to 31 calls for tree, brush, or grass fires and 22 calls for illegal 
burning. 


During the State allowed open burning season, January 15th through May lst, 
the Fire Department issued 519 permits with 1025 permit renewals. Open burning 
allows the Town's residents to dispose of tree trimmings and light yard brush.

REPORT OF THE LOSS CONTROL COMMITTEE 
To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and the Citizens of East Bridgewater: 


The Loss Control Committee has a very active year. 1993 was the first full 
year of existence for the Committee. The Committee met several times during the year 
to monitor all workers' compensation and property/liability claims against the town. 


In addition, the Committee sponsored training sessions for employees in work 
area safety and work zone safety for public works flag men. Currently, more training 
sessions have been scheduled for 1994. These sessions are an intricate part of the 
loss control program. 


During the past year, the town has expanded its use of the Early Intervention 
Program with more frequent utilization of occupational health nurses and facilities. 
These practices have been proven to be extremely cost efficient in following up on- 
the-job injuries and coordinating medical treatment and return-to-work schedules. 


The town's loss control and risk management success in the area of workers' 
compensation was honored by the Massachusetts Interlocal Insurance Agency (MIIA) for 
the fiscal year ending June 30, 1993 with their "Best Overall Safety Performance 
Award...in recognition of the exemplary performance in the area of Employee Safety”. 
The town received the highest award for towns with a population of 7,500 - 15,000. 


It is gratifying to receive recognition state-wide for a job well done, but, 
the purpose and effect has been to save the town money now and in the future. 
Reduced claims provide more favorable experience ratings which translates into less 
money spent on insurance premiums that can go into public services. 
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The Committee wishes to thank the Board of Selectmen's Principal Clerk, Karen 
Grabau and the School Superintendent's Administrative Secretary, Anne Kaiser for 
their constant and timely administrative support to the program. Also, thanks go out 
- to MIIA Loss Control Manager Jeff Sienna for his professional help in this area.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF LIBRARY TRUSTEES 
To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and the Citizens of East Bridgewater: 


"You must know for which harbor you are headed if you are to 
catch the right wind to take you there.”

In February, 1993, the Board of Library Trustees adopted a Long Range Plan for 
the library. In developing this document, community and library data was gathered 
and analyzed. The plan which grew out of this process attempts to ensure that 
library resources will be used effectively to meet the needs of the residents of 
East Bridgewater for the next three years. Four areas of service were identified as 
being of primary importance: 


1. As an INDEPENDENT LEARNING CENTER, the library helps individuals of all ages 
obtain information and materials for self-directed learning. During the planning 
process, specific areas of the library's collection were identified as needing 
attention in order to provide patrons with current, accurate information. To help 
patrons make better informed financial decisions, Value Line Investment Survey and 
Morningstar Mutual Funds Report were purchased with state aid funds. Other areas of 
the collection which support the library's role as an Independent Learning Center-- 
computer titles, consumer guides, career information--were also more fully 
developed. However, often the resources needed to fill a patron's request are 
obtained from the collections of the other libraries in the ABLE network. Of the 
12,769 items that were placed on reserve for East Bridgewater patrons in 1993, 7,786 
were supplied by the other ABLE libraries. 


2. As a POPULAR MATERIALS LIBRARY, the East Bridgewater Public Library contributes 
to a patron's quality of life by supplying materials for recreational reading, 
viewing and listening. One weakness that was identified during the planning process 
was the lack of music in the increasingly popular compact disc format. To address 
this problem, the library applied for and received a federal grant of $5,000 to 
develop a collection of compact discs for adult listeners. Programs which both 
inform and entertain are also an important part of the library's function. 
Attendance at storytimes and craft programs topped 1,767, while summer reading 
program introduced 185 children to the joys of reading for fun. Adults in East 
Bridgewater took advantage of several programs including a monthly Adult Reading 
Club and a reading and discussion series, "The Reader, the Writer, and the 
Detective: the Eternal Triangle." Patrons were invited to meet best-selling author 
William Martin at the spring "Snacks in the Stacks" program sponsored by the Friends 
of the Library. Museum passes, which received generous support from the East 
Bridgewater Lions Club, the East Bridgewater Youth Soccer Association, South 
Weymouth Savings Bank, and the East Bridgewater Kiwanis Club, were used 334 times, 
providing residents with an opportunity to enjoy entertaining experiences beyond 


East Bridgewater. 
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3. As a COMMUNITY ACTIVITIES CENTER, the library makes materials, facilities, and 
equipment available in support of the social, cultural, and recreational activities 
of community groups. By providing a welcoming environment for all members of the 
community, the library strives to fulfill its responsibility to this role. In 1993, 
the library's meeting room was used 357 times by 24 different groups. Exhibits 
displayed in the Eastman Room by local Patricia Bannerman, Phyllis Reddick, Barry 
Julius, Randy Julius, Joseph M. Van Dyke, Kevin Fachetti, Gayle Little Smyth, Ron 
Wilson, and Hubbard Jordan were appreciated by all library patrons. Two special 
works of art became part of the library's permanent collection in 1993. The Plymouth 
County Probate and Family Court donated a portrait of Judge Benjamin Winslow Harris, 
an East Bridgewater native who served five terms in the United States Congress in 
the nineteenth century. A signed print of the first Massachusetts Wildlands Stamp by 
artist Randy Julius was presented to the library in memory of popular East 
Bridgewater resident Suzanne Krushas by her husband Ken and daughter Jessie. By 
bringing together diverse members of the populace, the library is proud to foster 
that special sense of community which is so important to the essence of small-town 
life. 


4. As a FORMAL EDUCATION SUPPORT CENTER, the library provides materials and 
reference services. to assist students. In East Bridgewater, the three school 
libraries, which are a part of the town's unified library system, are the primary 
source of support for students who are completing class assignments. In 1993, 39% of 
the municipal appropriation for town library services was spent on services for the 
school libraries. In addition, to the professional services rendered by librarians 
Victoria Boucher, Mary Davis and Anne Hynes, the students of East Bridgewater 
deserve to have access to the most up-to-date information sources and technology. 
Determining the most effective method to provide adequate funding for staffing and 
materials for the school libraries is a priority for the Board of Library Trustees. 


Although looking toward the future, the library appreciates the contributions 
of individuals who gave their time and energy to build and sustain the library 
system. All members of the library community were saddened by the deaths of former 
trustees Edmund Nutter, Elizabeth Hurd, and Frances Philbrick, and the resignation 
of long-time Board member Mary W. Pearson. Their commitment and dedication have had 
a lasting impact on the services that are now enjoyed by all residents. That the 
Library has a strong foundation upon which to build is the best tribute to their 
selfless efforts. 


As library use continues to grow, the Long Range Plan will provide the 
framework for learning activities; for popular materials for recreational use; for a 
welcoming facility; for services for educational support. The Board of Library 
Trustees and the members of the library staff will continue to strive to provide the 
kind of library services in which the residents of East Bridgewater can take great 
pride.

REPORT OF THE HIGHWAY DEPARTMENT 
To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and the Citizens of East Bridgewater: 


It is my pleasure to report to you the activities of the Highway Department 
for the fiscal year of 1993. 


Thatcher Street was resurfaced along with Elm Street, from Highland Street to 
Summer Street. Belmont Street was also leveled with the binder course, which we plan 
to finish with the top course in 1994. Metzler Road was paved following the 
replacement of the old water main. 
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The department was busy as usual with the ongoing repairs of street drains, 
signs, guardrails, litter control, street sweeping and roadside mowing. We have also 
spent many hours permanently paving and sealing trenches that various utilities have 
dug this past year. We would like to thank Peter Oakley for his contribution of the 
drainage easement on Cedar Street which enabled us to alleviate a serious flooding 


and icing problem. 


This year we have purchased at auction, a used, reconditioned catch basin 
cleaning truck. In the past we have had to hire this work out at a cost of $7,875.00 
in 1993. Our bid for this vehicle was $12,000.00, which as you can see will pay for 
itself in less than two years, along with a substantial saving to the Town for years 
to come. 


The Highway Department also spent in access of 880 hours assisting the 
Disposal Area with equipment repair, separating recyclables, capping, loaming and 
seeding 4.5 acres of landfill. ; 


In total, it is estimated that solid waste has been deposited over 
approximately 14 acres of the landfill, which therefore require capping. Of the 14 
acres, approximately 10 acres have already been capped. 


A construction summary report was submitted to the Department of Environmental 
Protection on January 20, 1991, covering approximately 5.5 acres of capping. A 
second construction summary report was submitted to the DEP on June 8, 1993 covering 
approximately 2.5 acres of capping. 


In addition, approximately 2.0 acres have been capped thus far in the 1993 
construction season. 


We at the Highway Department would like to thank all of the Town Departments 
and Committees, as well as the Citizens of East Bridgewater, for their continued 
support and cooperation. 


I would like to also thank the people of the Department for their performance 
which is vital to the maintenance and safety of our public ways.

The function of the Planning/Building Department is to receive applications 
and plans for new subdivisions, the construction of buildings and there utilities, 
and to determine Zoning requirements for these projects.

69 of the Building Permits were for new dwellings; this was a increase of 30 
dwelling units over 1992. The estimated construction cost as indicated on the 
Building Permit applications was $5,709,569. A total of $66,601.00 was collected and 
turned over to the Town Treasurer for these permits. 


The Planning Board meetings are every Monday evening at 7:00 p.m. and are held 
in the Town Office Building in the second floor conference room. 


During 1993, the Board acted on the following: 


98 Form A Plans 8 Preliminary Plans 
7 Definitive Permits 6 Special Permits/Site Plans 
23 Lot Releases 

Total fees generated by the above were $12,114.00. 


Thirteen (13) Engineering Accounts have been set up by deposits from 
Developers, these fees are non refundable and are used by the Highway Surveyor to 


partially offset the cost associated with adding new roadways to the Town. 


In 1993, the Board hired a new Planning Board Consulting Engineer, John W. 
DeLano and Associates and are happy with their services. 
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One (1) Zoning Map change was accepted by Town Meeting in April, 1993, from R- 
1 to B-4, being a portion of Assessors Map 91, Parcel 2A, off North Bedford Street, 
and a portion of Harvard Street. 


The following Roadways were accepted by Town Meeting: Sachem Rock Avenue, 
Satucket Avenue, Canoe Way and Arrow Path, along with Stonemeadow Drive, Holly Lane, 
Douglas Drive and Andrew Road. 


We welcome David Sheedy, he was an Alternate Member for two (2) years and now 
is a permanent member. Robert Goeppner, Jr. and Richard McCusker were chosen as 
Alternate Members. 


We are working on a Connector Road from Bedford Street to Plymouth Street. 


The Planning Board had nine (9) goals in 1993, but due to budget constraints 
these goals have not been accomplished as of this report.

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REPORT OF THE OLD COLONY PLANNING COUNCIL 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and the Citizens of the Town of East 
Bridgewater, 


As your representative to the Old Colony Planning Council, we are pleased to 
present this report on behalf of the Council for 1993. 


The Old Colony Planning Council is established by state statute as the 
Regional Planning Agency for fifteen communities in the greater Brockton-Plymouth 
Areas and is authorized to prepare plans for the physical, social and economic 
development of the District. As the designated Regional Planning Agency, the Council 
serves as a clearinghouse for federal and state grant program applications, a data 
and information center, a component in the environmental review process, and reviews 
applications for state financial assistance loan programs. In addition, the Council 
is the Metropolitan Planning Organization for transportation planning; is designated 
as an Economic Development District by the U.S. Department of Commerce, Economic 
Development Administration; and, is the Area Agency for Aging for the planning and 
administration of Elder Services for a twenty-three community area of Southeastern 
Massachusetts. 


Each municipality is represented on the Council by one delegate and one 
alternate delegate member. The Council members establish policy, develop the work 
program, employ the professional staff and determine the activities of the Council 
to be carried out by the staff. The Council meets on the last Wednesday of each 
month at 8:00 p.m. in the Council offices located at 70 School Street, Brockton, MA. 


In 1993, the Old Colony Planning Council completed a series of forums on the 
topic of Regionalism which were presented in response to an increased interest in 
intermunicipal cooperation by local officials and driven by the difficult financial 
conditions at the local community level. The Council was supported in this effort by 
the Martin Institute of Stonehill College and other state, regional and county 
organizations. There is a high level of interest in the ways that local governmental 
services might be delivered more efficiently and less costly through various means 
and these are being and will be continued to be pursued through the Council's 
efforts. 


In 1993, the Council elected James A. Kassos the Delegate from Brockton as the 
Council President; John G. Mather of Halifax as Council Secretary; and Eldon F. 
Moreira of West Bridgewater as Council Treasurer. During the year, the Council's 
Executive Director Daniel M. Crane, was voted the Outstanding Executive Director of 
Regional Council in New England by the New England Association of Regional Councils 
and presented with an award. 


The Council gratefully acknowledges the generous support and cooperation of 
its member communities, the participation and involvement of members of the Joint 
Transportation Committee chaired by Mr. Stephen Baker; the Overall Economic 
Development Committee chaired by Mr. Joseph Joseph; and the Area Agency on Aging 
Advisory Committee chaired by Ms. Delores Kent. The Council also recognizes the work 
of local boards and commissions and the government agencies, public and private 
institutions and individuals who assisted the Council.

The Conservation Commission had as usual a very busy year enforcing the 
Massachusetts Wetlands Act as we went from Notice of Intent to Public Hearings to 
Orders of Conditions to Enforcement Orders, Determination of Applicability and 
finally Certificates of Compliance. 


The Athletic Field off Church Street has become a very valuable asset to the 
Town of East Bridgewater due to the work of Chief John Silva and Brewster Fuller. 
The Athletic Field now has a playground area for younger children which was 
instrumented by Carli Connors, a representative of the Girl Scouts of America. The 
two upper soccer fields were reconstructed and a second snack bar has been 
completed. Also a water well has been installed. Scott Harlow as usual had his 
program during the summer. 


The Conservation Commission is still concerned about the pollution that 
occurred at Robin's Pond and would like to see measures taken in the future to 
prevent such occurrence again. 


The Commission is still a member of the Taunton River Watershed Alliance and 
members of the Commission will participate in Adopt A Stream Program. Also the 
Commission is a member of the Plymouth County Wetlands Trust. 


Commission has been in contact with F.D.I.C. and State Dam Officials regarding 
the Carver Cotton Gin Dam. State officials recommended that the water level of the 
dam be reduced to help preserve integrity of the dam. 


The Commission wishes to thank the following for the donation of land: Annette 
Blanchard for land in Snells Meadow and David Carvalho and Frank Middleton for land 


on West Street.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF WATER COMMISSIONERS 
To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and the Citizens of East Bridgewater, 


The year of 1993 has been on of change. Mr. James Luce, who served as a Water 
Commission for over 15 years retired from the Board and we would like to take this 
opportunity to thank Mr. Luce for all his years of Public Service to the Department. 
Mr. Howard A. Wilbur was elected in April to fill the vacancy created by Mr. Luce's 
retirement. 


In June of 1993, Mr. Robert Dubee retired as Superintendent of the Department, 
after 22 years with the Department and in September of 1993, Mr. Scott Mccann, 
Foreman, was appointed to the position of Superintendent. Mr. McCann has been with 
the Department since 1981. 
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A contract for the construction of the #5 Well Site off East Street was signed 
and construction has begun. The projected time table for completion of the Well is 
January 1995. 


The Department employees undertook a Special Project of installing 1600 feet 
of 8" water main on Metzler Road. Not only was the main installed but a new hydrant 
was set as well as all services connected to the new main. Normally, a project such 
as this would have been contracted out, but with the dedication and hard work of the 
Department Employees, the project was achieved with a minimum of extra cost. We 
would like to express out thanks to Mr. Frederick Brown, Sr. from the Highway 
Department, for his assistance in the project, as well. 


The Department's meter replacement program continues with 96 meters having 
been replaced - 41 non-registering meters and 55 meters older than 20 years -- 57 
meters were installed in newly constructed homes. 


There were 3 main breaks - 5 service leaks - 110 service renewals - 4 hydrants 
replaced - as well as renewing all services on Pine Street. 


The Board would like to take this opportunity to thank the other Town 
Departments for their cooperation in working with the Water Department.

REPORT OF VETERANS SERVICES 
To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and the Citizens of East Bridgewater, 


The 1993 - 1994 year has continued to be one of increased problems with many 
of our older veterans from WWII and the Korean War. These veterans have many 
problems due to age and failing health. They have need for hospitalization and in 
many cases nursing home care. This care can be very expensive. However, we have been 
able to get V.A. hospitalization and in most cases nursing home coverage thru the 
V.A. Also, their medications supplied by the V.A. Hospital Clinic after they have 
been evaluated by the V.A. doctors. This has meant a great deal of savings for us 
under Chapter 115. 


We have processed successful claims with the V.A. that have amounted to more 
than Two Hundred and Fifty Thousand Dollars ($250,000) to the Veterans and their 
dependents of East Bridgewater. Several of them have been Persian Gulf Veterans who 
have come down with respiratory problems and lung problems and are now being treated 
by the V.A. 


This year our budget has been reduced more than $10,000 from our original 
request. We are making every effort to complete the year within the reduced budget, 
however, due to increased cases and medical costs it does not look as though we will 
make it without a transfer at the end of the year. We have in excess of $9,000 being 
carried from last year's unexpended balance in accordance with State Statute that 
can be transferred to any shortfall this year. 


Another major problem we handled this year is getting many of our older 
Veterans to hospital clinics and doctor appointments since many of them are unable 
to drive anymore. I have been able to help them on my own and along with a few 
volunteers take care of those who required the transportation. 


Pp. 


Again we have been fortunate to have the efforts of our Administrative 
Assistant, Martha Redgate, who continues to do an outstanding job in all phases of 
our work. 


It has been a pleasure to be of service to our Veterans and their Dependents. 
Our service is available to the Citizens of East Bridgewater from 8:30 a.m. to 4:30 
p.m. Monday thru Friday.

REPORT OF THE COUNCIL ON AGING 
To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and the Citizens of East Bridgewater: 


The Council on Aging is charged with the responsibility of identifying, 
evaluating and providing for the needs of all elderly and handicapped persons of the 
Town. This year in spite of drastic restrictions on financial resources from the 
Town government, the Council on Aging has been able to fulfill its responsibilities 
very successfully even providing more services for a larger number of clients than 
was previously done. 


It must be stated here that this has only been possible by: (1) the very | 
efficient management and administration of Mary Jane Kingsland, the Director of the 
Officer of Elder Affairs and (2) with the help of the many volunteers who have 
offered thousands of volunteer hours. Many of these volunteers are seniors who are 
younger, or at least younger at heart. Also, the cooperation with financial aid of 
several civic organizations of the Town such as the Friends of Seniors, the Lions 
Club, the Kiwanis Club and the Key Club; as well as various department of the Town, 
like the Highway, Police and Fire Departments. Actually the Council, through the 
Office of Elder Affairs, has received over 2500 hours of volunteer time. If these 
hours were figured at a minimum wage rate, these volunteers are donating over 
$12,500 to the Town. 


Because of these volunteers an average of four hundred and fifty (450) Meals 
on Wheels were delivered to homebound people who are elderly and handicapped each 
month; or over 5,431 Meals on Wheels were delivered each year. 


There have been a total of some 4,094 trips by Dial-A-Bat with 344 trips to 
Westgate; 1,805 trips to Purity Supreme and 1,995 trips to various individual 
medical and other appointments. These seniors or handicapped persons have no other 
way to go. 


Foot clinics, under Medicare limitations, may only be provided every two 
months. The Office of Elder Affairs scheduled and arranged for two hundred and fifty 
(250) appointments at the Senior Center while an additional two hundred and forty 
(240) home visits were scheduled for the Podiatrist, Dr. DeRosier. 


Blood pressure and sugar count clinics were administered in conjunction with 
the Nurses Association monthly, except for July and August, for some two hundred and 
seventy-four (274) clients. There were five hundred and ninety-seven (597) units of 
surplus food distributed by volunteers though the Office of Elder Affairs. Some 
sixty (60) seniors received vegetables and flower seeds distributed at the Center 
through the generosity of Dominic Marini, while another sixty-five (65) seniors were 
recipients of Farmers Market Food Vouchers. All seniors in Meals on Wheels program 
received complimentary daffodils from the Lions Club during the Cancer Drive. The 
Lions Club also provides glasses and hearing aids for seniors as well as 
complimentary tickets to their Summer Barbecue. The Key Club has provided 
Thanksgiving and Christmas Dinners to shut-in seniors. The Kiwanis Club and the 
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Friends of Seniors all provide for individual needs when approached by the Council 

or the Office of Elder Affairs. Some eight thousand, three hundred and ninety-three 
(8,393) telephone calls have been made to supply seniors with individual needs and 

services. 


The newsletter "The American Neighbor” is one of the most expensive projects 
carried on by the Council through the Office of Elder Affairs. It informs seniors of 
all activities planned each month as well as any issues that are of particular 
interest to seniors. It is developed, printed and mailed to the household of every 
senior in town. The expense of printing the newsletter is shared by the Lions Club, 
Kiwanis and the Friends of Seniors; while the Council pays for distributing it each 
month. 


This year the Council received a grant again not only to pay for the mailing 
of the newsletter, but also to continue the work of restoration of the Senior 
Center. That is to replace the gutters and complete a new bulkhead. The bulkhead to 
the cellar has been completed and the final phase of new gutters will be completed 
in the Spring. 


A much more diversified social and educational program has been able to be 
conducted by the Council through Mary Jane, the Director of the OEA, now that the 
Center is completed. A new television has been donated by Barbara Benson and a 
stereo phonograph by Marjorie Rockwell which has made the Center much more 
attractive and is being used by many groups of Seniors. Tuesday mornings a Cribbage 
Club meets. Another group meets on Friday morning to work on their own individual 
needlework and quilt making. While painting interests are indulged in by the group 
that meets Friday afternoons. Then Mary Jane has been able to arrange for the Shine 
representative to meet with clients to discuss and help specific insurance and 
medical problems of individuals; Fuel Assistance programs are held here as well as 
AARP sponsored income tax consultants to aid seniors in making out their income tax 
forms. Financial advisors have been available to assist any seniors who sought help. 
Girl Scouts have been able to come and meet with seniors and do Christmas wrapping 
of presents for them. 


The Council has been able to hold luncheons and dinners for friends at the 
Center as well as parties being scheduled by Seniors for themselves and their 
friends. Anyone may make arrangements to use the rooms with Director Kingsland, any 
day Monday through Friday. 


There have been many trips scheduled by Mary Jane for Seniors at a minimal 
cost. These included trips to Vanity Fair, Anne Hope, the Shopping Mall, "People Are 
Talking” at WBZ, LaSallette, three outdoor Concerts at Wheaton College, Eastern 
States Exposition, the Isle of Shoals, and the Yokeman Restaurant, New Hampshire. 


The Southeastern Regional School has offered much assistance throughout the 
year for trips and luncheons for which the Council is most sincerely appreciative. 


The Council meets regularly on the first Tuesday of each month at the Gladys 
Farren Cottage Senior Center at 7:00 p.m.

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REPORT OF THE OLD COLONY PLANNING COUNCIL AREA AGENCY ON AGING

As your representatives to the Old Colony Planning Council, Area Agency on 
Aging Advisory Committee, we are pleased to present this report of the Area Agency's 
activities for 1993. 


The Old Colony Planning Council Area Agency on Aging is responsible for 
administering Title III funds under the Older Americans Act. This federal funding 
enables the Area Agency to address the growing needs of elders in twenty-three 
communities in southeastern Massachusetts. Working closely with local councils on 
aging and other community agencies, Title III funds are combined with other 
resources to develop and support a broad range of in-home and community-based elder 
services. 


During FY1993, an estimated 12,000 elders received assistance through more 
than twenty local and regional social support services and twenty-five Title III 
supported nutrition sites. The following services were funded in FY1993 by the Area 
Agency: 


Senior Center and Outreach Programs 

Home Health and Respite Services 

In-home Mental Health Services - 

Services for deaf, blind and physically disabled elders 
Transportation Services 

Legal Services 

Emergency Services 

Congregate and Home Delivered Meals 

Services to families and caregivers 

Nursing Home Ombudsman Services 

Elder abuse prevention and education services 


Also during Fiscal Year 1993, the Area Agency participated in a statewide 
elder needs assessment effort coordinated by the Executive Officer of Elder Affairs. 
With the assistance of the twenty-three councils on aging in the region, over 400 
elders were selected to participate in a needs study. 


The Area Agency on Aging acknowledges with gratitude the generous support and 
cooperation of the communities in the planning and service area, especially the 
local citizens who serve on the Advisory Committee chaired by Dolores Kent of 
Easton. The Advisory Committee, consisting of representatives from each of the 
communities served, assists the Area Agency in assessing elder service needs, 
establishing funding priorities, and selecting subgrantees to provide the various 
Title III services. 


The Council further notes with appreciation the work of local boards and 
commissions, public and private agencies, various institutions and individuals which 
have cooperated with or otherwise assisted the Council.

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REPORT OF THE MIDDLE SCHOOL BUILDING ADDITION COMMITTEE 
. To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and the Citizens of East Bridgewater: 


The Middle School Building Addition Committee, which in 1989 began work on a 
proposed addition to the Middle School, began the year working on a revised plan to 
present to the town at Town Meeting. 


The revised plan, which was endorsed by the School Committee, the Board of 
Selectmen, the Planning Board, and the Finance Committee, called for an addition and 
renovations to the Middle School. At a Special Town Meeting on April 5, 1993, the 
Committee presented the renovation/addition project to the voters who approved a 
Debt Exclusion for $9,519,420, by a vote of 957 to 721. 


In April, the Committee regretfully accepted the resignation of Mr. Carl 
"Pete" Eastman. His help and wisdom were invaluable. 


On October 4, the Town also voted to permit the Committee to borrow $500,00 
for design and planning purposes. 


Since October, the Committee has been working with the architectural firm of 
Alderman and MacNeish on the design/development phase in order to lock in the 80% 
reimbursement rate that the Town of East Bridgewater is currently entitled. 


The Committee also wishes to thank all Town Departments, as well as the 
townspeople, for their imput, constructive criticism and their support.

REPORT OF THE SOUTHEASTERN REGIONAL SCHOOL DISTRICT COMMITTEE 
To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and the Citizens of East Bridgewater: 


This past June, the Southeastern Regional School District completed its 
twenty-sixth year of operation. The school district is comprised of eight towns and 
the City of Brockton. | 


On October 1, 1992 there were 1,254 students enrolled in the school district. 


East Bridgewater's share of the $9,592,834.00 school district budget is 
$136,004.00. This is 4.94% of the total budget, and represents 62 students. 


The Technical Institute continues to provide five post high school day 
programs: Practical Nursing, Medical Laboratory Technician, Dental Assistant, 
Medical Assistant and Computer Programming, an evening Practical Nursing Program and 
a grant funded three hundred hour microcomputer course for mature workers (55 years 
old and older). The Dental Assistant Program was visited and received full 
accreditation by the American Dental Association as was the Medical Assistant 
Program by the American Medical Association. 


Courses planned for future implementation at the Technical Institute are: 
Computerized Office Technology, Certified Nurse Aide and Home Health Aide and 
Medical Transcription. 
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The adult evening school continues to offer courses in entry level trade 
skills and apprenticeship programs. Expanding the number and variety of evening 
courses is being investigated. 


The New England Association of Schools & Colleges' Commission on Technical and 
Career Institutions reviewed and accepted without change in membership status the 
two-year Progress Report submitted on behalf of the Southeastern Regional Vocational 
School. 


The “Commission's action indicates satisfaction with progress realized since 
the school's most comprehensive review on November 5-7, 1991. With an impressive 
ninety-five percent (95%) of the recommendations identified as completed or in 
progress and three percent(3%) planned for the future, clearly much has been 
accomplished." 


School construction projects included installing a new in-house AT&T telephone 
system, high school fire alarm panel, auto body spray booth, bus canopy, and air 
conditioning of the cafeteria. 


Perkins Vocational and Applied Technology grants were used to hire vocational 
teachers, aides and to purchase supplies and equipment. Five lathes were also 
purchased for the machine shop. 


Other federal grants were written and funded to hire additional personnel, 
promote drug awareness, provide special education services, sex equity issues, 
mathematics/science curriculum, assessment of students and new technology equipment 
was purchased to better meet the needs of our students. 


We continue to be very fortunate to have the services and support of volunteer 
Advisory Board members who assist us in making sound recommendations for the 
purchase of supplies and equipment. 


The Department of Education awarded an equal access grant to the school 
district which enables the school to extend to member towns a program geared to 
increasing the understanding of how advocates in technology and computer equipment 
have expanded career choices to students, helping to eliminate old stereotype of 
male/female occupations. 


An outreach counselor visits middle schools of the district and discusses with 
students how their interests, aptitudes and values could influence their career 
choices. Students currently in vocational areas once considered gender biased also 
speak to the students about their career options. 


The after school component of the program includes student participation in 
Graphic Arts, Commercial Food, Machine Shop, Carpentry, Electricity, Painting & 
Decorating, Commercial Art, and Science and Technology programs. These experiences 
increase student awareness and reduce gender bias. The program continues to grow and 
expand within the towns of the district. 


At the National Vocational Industrial Clubs of America competition held this 
past summer, one of our Commercial Foods baking students place first in the United 


States. 


During the 1992-93 school year the school district made a commitment to fund 
and develop a Principals of Technology science program for the juniors and seniors. 
Principals of Technology offers students an understanding of the physical principals 
underlying modern technology. Students use a wide variety of lab equipments and 
“learn by doing”. 
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This past year as part of our on-going Tech Prep activities we developed 
articulation agreements with Massasoit Community College for students in the high 
school Air Conditioning and Refrigeration program. We also completed an agreement 
with the Southeastern Technical Institute in the Dental, Medical Assistant and 
Licensed Practical Nurse Programs for students in the high school Health Services 
Assistant Program. In both cases, students will receive guaranteed placement and up 
to eleven college credits upon graduation. We look to expand our post-secondary 
opportunities with other colleges. 


The pilot Integration Project initiated in October of 1992 has begun a process 
which has improved our ability to provide more effective education by developing 
close relationships between technical training and academic competencies. The 
project focused on the wood cluster of occupational programs and the electrical 
cluster as well. Teams of teachers worked cooperatively to develop more effective 
teaching strategies to deliver course content in a more applied "hands-on" manner. 
Funding from the Dwight David Eisenhower Grant Program helped make this project 
possible. 


Southeastern introduced the first operational electric car in the area built 
solely by vocational students. The car, which was originally a Chevy Prism, was 
completely gutted mechanically, re-designed and rebuilt to run on electric battery 
current. Money from an Eastern Edison Energy Grant started the initial project, 
which has been almost a total school-wide endeavor involving over two hundred 
students. 


In June of 1993, two hundred and thirty-three students graduated from 
Southeastern Regional Vocational Technical High School. Guidance records indicate 
that 96% of the members of the Class of 1993 were placed in full-time jobs or had 
elected to further their education. 


Southeastern is grateful for the cooperation and support from the residents of 
East Bridgewater.

REPORT OF THE PLYMOUTH COUNTY COOPERATIVE EXTENSION 
To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and the Citizens of East Bridgewater: 


County Extension programs are carried on through Plymouth County in 
cooperation with the University of Massachusetts and the United States Department of 
Agriculture. The Cooperative Extension Systems is supported by County, Federal and 
State funds, and operates under Federal and State laws and agreements. Education 
programs focus on water quality, horticulture, agriculture, 4-H youth development, 
nutrition and food, natural resources, leadership development and family life issues 
facing the County. Volunteer advisory groups work with staff on developing specific 
programs. Local citizens, appointed by the County Commissioners, serve as County 
Extension trustees, directing the overall program. The Extension staff serve as a 
direct link with the University of Massachusetts. New research findings are 
translated into practical applications and shared with people and communities 
through workshops, conferences, field demonstrations, technical assistance, 
newspaper articles, radio and television. Publications such as regular newsletter 
and booklets, factsheets, and home study courses, bring information directly to 
those who need it. 
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In Plymouth County, the Cooperative Extension outreach office is located on 
High Street, Hanson. In Southeastern Massachusetts regional programs are conducted 
in cooperation with the Barnstable County Cooperative Extension Program. Satellite 
offices of UMASS Cooperative Extension are located in Bristol and Norfolk Counties. 
UMASS Cooperative Extension also operates the Cranberry Experiment Research Station, 
located in Wareham. The Cooperative Extension office (Hanson) is open 8:30-4:30 p.m. 
Mon-Fri. Currently the county field staff consists of a County Director, two 4-H 
Youth Development Specialists, a Nutrition/Family Life Educator, and a 
Landscape/Nursery Specialist. A federally funded Expanded Food and Nutrition 
Education Program, which has been active in Plymouth County since 1969, is run under 
the auspices of Cooperative Extension. Currently, one supervisor, and three outreach 
educators work in this program conducting a UMASS nutrition education certificate 
course.

PROGRAM OUTREACH- During the last 12 months County Cooperative Extension 
agents conducted 510 educational outreach programs. 

CABLE TV - Eighty-five cable TV shows "Extension News & Notes” have been 
produced by Plymouth County Cooperative Extension. All but 3 Plymouth County towns 
use this half-hour Cooperative Extension cable TV program in their weekly community 
access channel, reaching over 100,000 households. Extension's free video lending 
library lists 100 popular titles for home viewing for residents. 

RADIO - Every Sunday morning at 8:10 a.m. on WBET (Brockton), Cooperative 
Extension staff present a 15 minute broadcast on upcoming programs and timely 
educational topics. 

NEWSLETTERS - Cooperative Extension publishes fifteen newsletters in the 
area on Natural Resources and Agriculture for residents and commercial growers. A 
master list of these is available from the County Extension Office. 

FACTSHEETS - Cooperative Extension has numerous fact sheets available to the 
public. Multiple copies of the order form "100 Most Popular Tip Sheets" are 
distributed routinely to libraries, town halls and local cooperating agencies. 
Current research in the areas of landscape, horticulture, nutrition and youth and 
family development are included. 

SERVICES - The County Cooperative Extension office has information and 
instruction forms to have your soil tested. UMASS Cooperative Extension Soil 
Analysis Lab tests for soil PH and complete soil analysis. Pressure gauge tests for 
home canners are conducted at the County Extension office. 

EDUCATION PROGRAMS - A wide variety of teacher training workshops, lectures 
and on-site field demonstrations are conducted. 200 key county agencies receive a 
monthly mailing listing local Cooperative Extension activities. 

AFFILIATIONS - 4-H Farley Outdoor Education Center is a non-profit regional 
ACA accredited camp run by a Board of Directors representing 4-H in SE 
Massachusetts. Information on this facility can be obtained from the Plymouth County 
Cooperative Extension office.

REPORT OF PLYMOUTH COUNTY MOSQUITO CONTROL PROJECT 
To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and Citizens of East Bridgewater: 


The Commissioners of the Plymouth County Mosquito Project are pleased to 
submit the following report of our activities during 1993. 


The Project is a special district created by the State Legislature in 1957, 
and is now composed of 24 Plymouth County towns, the City of Brockton and the Town 
of Cohasset in Norfolk County. The Project is a regional response to a regional 
problem and provides a way of organizing specialized equipment, specially trained 
employees, and mosquito control professionals into a single agency with a broad 
geographical area of responsibility. 
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The 1993 season began with an above normal water table which produced large 
numbers of spring brood mosquitos throughout the County. Efforts were directed at 
larval mosquitoes starting with the spring brood. Ground and aerial larviciding was 
accomplished using B.T.I., an environmentally selective bacterial agent. Upon 
emergence of the spring brood of adult mosquitoes, ultra-low-volume adulticiding 
began. The Project responded to increased numbers of service requests until a drying 
trend occurred during mid-summer. All sprayers and trucks performed well with little 
time lost to breakdowns. 


The threat of the mosquito-transmitted disease Eastern Equine Encephalitis 
(EEE) was low in 1993. No horse or human cases occurred, but virus was recovered 
from bird-feeding mosquitoes. The recurring problem of EEE in Southeastern 
Massachusetts continues to ensure cooperation between this Project and the 
Massachusetts Department of Public Health. 


The figures specific to the Town of East Bridgewater are given below. While 
mosquitoes do not respect town lines the information given below does provide a 
tally of the activities which have had the greatest impact on the health and comfort 
of East Bridgewater residents. 


Insecticide Application. 3,718 acres were treated using truck mounted 
sprayers for control of adult mosquitoes. More than one application was made to the 
same site if mosquitoes reinvaded the area. The first treatments were made in May 
and the last in September. 


Our greatest effort has been targeted at mosquitoes in the larval stage, which 
can be found in woodland pools, swamps, marshes and other standing water areas. 
Inspectors continually gather data on these sites and treat with highly specific 
larvicides when immature mosquitoes are present. Last year a total of 44 inspections 
were made to 55 catalogued breeding sites. 


Water Management. During 1993 crews removed blockages, brush and other 
obstructions from 2,850 linear feet of ditches and streams to prevent overflows or 
stagnation that can result in mosquito breeding. This work, together with machine 
reclamation, is most often carried out in the fall and winter. 


Machine Reclamation. 2,210 linear feet of upland ditch was reconstructed 
in East Bridgewater using one of the project's two track driven backhoes. 


Finally, we have been tracking complaint response time, that is the time 
between notice of a mosquito problem and response by one of our inspectors. The 
complaint response time in the Town of East Bridgewater was less than two days with 
more than 215 complaints answered. 


Mosquito Survey. A systematic sampling of mosquitoes in East Bridgewater 
indicates that Coquillettidia perturbans was the most abundant species. Other 
important species collected included Culex pipiens and Anopheles quardrimaculatus. 


We encourage citizens or municipal officials to call our office for 
information about mosquitoes, mosquito-borne diseases, control practices, or any 
other matters of concern.

Self Help, Inc. is greater Brockton's and Attleboro's anti-poverty agency 
dedicated to improving the quality of life of limited-income individuals and 
families, and making all segments of the community responsive to the needs of the 
limited-income, disadvantaged and minority populations. 


During the program year ending September 30, 1993, Self Help received a total 
funding of approximately $9M and provided direct services to 44,268 limited-income 
households in the area. 


In the town of EAST BRIDGEWATER, 600 households received direct services 
totaling $126,607 during the program year 1993. 


The total funding of $9,087,092 does not tell the real value of human services 
delivered to the area as a whole. Self Help's funding enabled us to mobilize an 
additional $2,509,530 of other community resources, such as contibutions from the 
towns, volunteers and private donations. The gross value of Self Help during the 
past program year was $11,596,622. 


Self Help currently employs 215 individuals, many of whom are of limited 
income and minorities. 


We feel that the year October 1, 1992 through September 30, 1993 was a 
successful one for us and very helpful to our limited-income population. We thank 
the many volunteers, Boards of Selectmen, and their representative to our Board of 
Directors, Frederick Watson, III for helping to make our year a success.

Your School Committee today, as in the past, continues to have faith in 
democracy believing that through the open town meeting form of government, the 
school children of East Bridgewater will be well-provided for within the 
financial ability of the Town. The School Committee is pleased to report to 
you, the citizens, that the state of education in East Bridgewater is good and, 
hopefully, moving forward to an excellent state. Despite severe financial 
cutbacks, our students continue to do well. 


The School Committee sincerely requests of you, the citizens, data input 
into our budget development and preparations as we prepare our financial plan 
for the 1994-95 school year.

The Education Reform Act became law last year, and if the promised 
funding is forthcoming, the burden of financing our school system will be 
lessened. 


The Middle School Building Addition Committee has worked long and hard 
and has successfully had the Middle School addition approved by the voters at 
Town Meeting. Hopefully, our severe overcrowding at the elementary level will 
soon be a thing of the past. This Committee deserves our sincere thanks for a 
job well done. 


The 1994-95 school year will again be a difficult one, but with increased 
aid from the Education Reform Act, we hope to have a very successful school 
year. 


The School Committee wishes to extend its sincere appreciation to the 
various departments and offices of the Town of East Bridgewater for their 
assistance and support which makes running the school system a much easier 
task.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the East Bridgewater School Committee and the Citizens of the Town of East 
Bridgewater: 


I am pleased to submit my 19th report as Superintendent of the East 
Bridgewater Public Schools. The year 1993 has been Significant for two major 
reasons: the Town's funding of an addition to the Middle School, which will 
address overcrowding at the elementary level, and the Education Reform Law 
enacted by the State, which should provide adequate funds to support local 
educational priorities and needs. 


After several years of dedicated effort, the Middle School Building 
Addition Committee achieved its goal with the Town's vote to authorize 
planning funds for the previously approved addition to the Middle School. The 
Building Committee plans to submit final plans to the Department of Education 
prior to June 1, 1994, in order to be placed on the Fiscal 1995 funding list. 
This action will ensure the Town's 80 percent reimbursement rate when final 
approval is granted by the State Department of Education. 


When completed, the addition will house Grades 7 and 8 and operate on 
the same time schedule as Grades 9 - 12 in order to share transportation and 
other educational programs. The existing Middle School will be renovated in 
order to accommodate Grades 4 - 6 which will operate on an independent time 
frame as an upper elementary program. By transferring the fourth grade to the 
Middle School, much needed space will be gained at the Central School which 
has been severely over-crowded since 1988. Whether or not it will be possible 
to transfer the Kindergarten back to Central School at the same time the 
fourth grade is transferred to the Middle School will depend on K - 3 
enrollment at the time. It is hoped that the Kindergarten can be returned to 
the Central School as soon as space is available. The completion of the 
Middle School addition will provide upgraded and modern facilities for Grades 
4 - 8, as well as free up necessary space for Grades K - 3. 


The second major event which could have enormous positive consequences 
for the East Bridgewater Public Schools and the Town of East Bridgewater was 
the passage of the Education Reform Act of 1993. This act includes a formula 
for providing State Aid to support local educational needs based on the Town's 
ability to pay and its level of local support. While the Town of East 
Bridgewater's level of local support for education exceeds the State standard 
as contained in the law, East Bridgewater's expenditure per pupil is still 
below the current State average expenditure per pupil by approximately $900. 
The goal of the funding part of Education Reform is to allow East Bridgewater 
to increase its per pupil expenditure of $4,144 in 1993 to a foundation level 
of $5,500 by 1999. If the required funds are appropriated by the State, the 
Town of East Bridgewater will receive substantial increases in State Aid 
through Fiscal 1999 in support of educational expenses, as well as direct aid 
to the Town. 


The major priorities of Education Reform, as well as the East 
Bridgewater School Committee, have been identified as the need to replace 
positions eliminated due to recent budget cuts; the need to hire new staff to 
reduce class sizes and respond to increased enrollment; the need to purchase 
supplies and equipment, especially technology, such as computers which should 
be available to all students; and the need to provide for adequate maintenance 
of school buildings and grounds, which has been deferred and reduced 
dramatically in recent years. Funding for training all school staff in 
educational technology is also an important initiative under Education Reform. 
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One of the goals of the East Bridgewater Public Schools has been to 
maintain an interactive relationship with our community through involvement in 
school and civic activities, as well as encouraging the use of school 
facilities by the community. With the creation of formal School Councils at 
each school consisting of teachers, parents, community leaders, and students 
at the High School, a new relationship has been created with the community 
which should elevate the interaction of school and community to a higher level 
of significance. 


To be sure, there are many other facets of Education Reform which will 
be discussed in the years to come. However, without the necessary State funds 
to give East Bridgewater students a chance to compete at the same level as 
students from other more wealthy towns, real improvements in the East 
Bridgewater Public Schools will be just an illusion! 


Please read the comprehensive reports of the building principals and 
directors included in my report. The Administrative Team of the East 
Bridgewater Public Schools is committed to the well-being of all students. We 
are able to meet the needs of our students through the support of dedicated 
School Committee members who devote endless hours at meetings and governmental 
activities to ensure financial support and direction. The Town of East 
Bridgewater has been blessed with good School Committee members whose main 
purpose has been to advocate for students. 


The people who really make the difference in the daily operation of our 
schools are our teachers and staff who care for each student in a very special 
way. A special thanks to my secretarial staff, Mrs. Anne Kaiser, Mrs. 
Maryellen Parris, Mrs. Janet Perkins, and Mrs. Judy Bina, whose professional 
services make a very big difference in the smooth operation of the East 
Bridgewater Public Schools. 


All in all, the 1993 school year has been another challenging year, but 
I believe that there is a "light at the end of the tunnel", and with the 
continued support of the Town of East Bridgewater, the East Bridgewater Public 
Schools will continue to improve and provide quality educational services for 
all students.

REPORT OF THE DIRECTOR OF PUPIL PERSONNEL SERVICES 
Dear Mr. Mitchell: 


I am pleased to submit to you this report of the delivery of special 
service to East Bridgewater students. During the 1992-93 school year, 392 
students were served through various special education programs. Of this 
number, over 90% were served within our own classrooms and programs. 


We continued to have a fully integrated special services delivery model 
at the elementary level. In this model the students remain in their regular 
classrooms while receiving help from the special needs staff. This model has 
been very successful in helping students to retain their self esteem while 
coping with learning problems. The fact that it works so well is a credit to 
the regular and special education teachers involved and to the many aides who 
help carry out the program. This program continued to serve as a model to 
other school systems in the state and, as such, received numerous visitors 
throughout the year. 


Our preschool program continued to develop and was very successful. 
_Because of this program we were able to meet the needs of all but one of our 
preschool special needs students here within our own district. The preschool 
program is also an integrated program as are the other elementary special 
education programs. At the preschool level this means that non-disabled 
students are recruited from the preschool population of the town. These 
children then serve as models and peers for the special education preschool 
aged children. As a result, all of the children learn that everyone is valued 
in spite of their differences. This year our preschool had a new teacher, Mrs. 
Kathleen McNealy, who also served as the Early Childhood Coordinator. She was 
outstanding in each of these roles and worked closely with the Early Childhood 
Advisory Council. The Council sponsored several memorable activities 
throughout the year but perhaps the most memorable was "Breakfast with Barney" 
which drew more than 1,000 young children and their parents. This activity 
allowed the dissemination of important information about child development and 
the availability of services to many parents who might otherwise not have been 
reached. 


At the Middle School, special services were again provided through a 
combination of mainstreaming and pull-out programs based on the strengths and 
needs of the students. In addition, two substantially separate programs 
continued to meet the needs of students who required more individual and 
continual attention than could be otherwise provided. The range of services 
available to special needs students at the Middle School is such that only 
very extreme cases need to be placed in outside programs. The dedication and 
accepting attitude demonstrated by the special services staff and by the 
administration enhance the chances for success for all special students at the 
Middle School. 


The High School continued to provide resource help for students with 
special needs through highly individualized instruction. As at the other 
schools, this instruction was supplemented with speech therapy or adaptive 
physical education services where necessary. The end of the year also saw 
plans being developed for some team-teaching at the high school between a 
special education teacher and a regular English teacher. This is in keeping 
with a movement toward more integration and toward a more consultive approach 
to special education service delivery. 
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The major event in the area of health and safety for the 1992-93 school 
year was certainly the Pertussis outbreak in November and December which kept 
representatives from the Department of Public Health in our schools until 
February. East Bridgewater had the largest outbreak of its kind in the nation 
and was the object of a study by the Center for Disease Control in Atlanta. In 
all, we had a total of 164 cases of the disease as confirmed either through 
laboratory analysis or by Department of Public Health case definition. In 
order to control the outbreak, it became necessary to require all students and 
staff at the high school and, later, all 7th and 8th grade students as well as 
certain students at the elementary school to be treated with medication. The 
entire event was quite an experience and one which hopefully will not need to 
be repeated. 


Fiscal 1993 was very successful in terms of grant monies received. Total 
grant funding for the year amounted to $514,054. This included an allocation 
of $219,600 which was granted to the town by the state of a per pupil basis in 
an attempt to redress some of the state-wide inequities of school funding. If 
this figure is not included in the total of FY'93 grant funding, there is 
still an increase of $27,202 between the FY'92 funding of $267,252 and the 
FY93 funding of $294,454. 


Grant funds were used to provide drug abuse prevention education and 
services and-to train peer leaders/educators; to purchase computers for the 
High School; to hire aides to implement the integrated special education 
services at the elementary level; to hire aides to help with the remediation 
of reading and math at the Middle School and Central School; to compensate a 
team of parents and professionals who examined the effectiveness of the math 
remediation program at the Middle School; to contract for Adaptive Physical 
Education services for all schools; to contract for physical and occupational 
therapy services for the preschool and Kindergarten; to hire a part time Early 
Childhood Coordinator and a part time preschool teacher; to provide extensive 
staff training in the areas of math and science; and to train teachers in the 
development and implementation of building-based support teams which can also 
serve as pre-referral teams and help teachers with students prior to their 
being referred for a special education evaluation. 


In summary, the 1992-93 school year was a very active and productive one 
in the area of pupil personnel services. The staff continues to be outstanding 


and commendable in their energy and dedication to meeting the needs of all of 
the students of East Bridgewater.

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REPORT OF THE PRINCIPAL OF THE CENTRAL SCHOOL 


Dear Mr. Mitchell, 
It is with pleasure that I submit the Annual Report for 1993 as Principal of the 
Central School. The enrollment as of October 1, 1993 is compared below to previous years.

There have been significant changes over a number of years due to overcrowding. 

The gym has been converted to a double grade four classroom, and gym classes are now held 
in the cafeteria. The Kindergarten class began their fifth year at the High School annex 
with nine sessions due to increased enrollment. The integrated pre-school program at the 
Kindergarten under the direction of Mrs. Kathy McNealey, the coordinator and teacher, has 
grown to be a vital component of our Early Childhood Program. Regardless of the 
overcrowding, the staff morale remains high, with an exceptional degree of commitment and 
dedication to the children. The Middle School Building Addition Committee is finalizing 
plans for the new addition. The overcrowding issue should be resolved when the building 
is completed, hopefully within three or four years. 


Mr. John Shea, the Central School Assistant Principal, has done exceptionally well 
in this difficult role. He is directly responsible for discipline, special needs 
evaluation, and the Mainstream Assistance Team. There are numerous other areas, including 
teacher evaluation, that involve the Assistant Principal in a school of this size. Mrs. 
Susan Skeiber, the Math-Computer Specialist, has been a leader in technology development 
in the school. She is also responsible for insuring that the overall quality of math 
instruction is up to date with the new math standards. Mrs. Ann Harper, the Reading 
Specialist, is responsible for the implementation of the new D.C. Heath Reading Program. 
This '93 edition features a literature based, thematic curriculum that is highly 
motivational for the children. There is extensive use of tradebooks that are especially 
challenging for our exceptional readers. 


The Guidance Counselors, Mrs. Lois Southworth and Mrs. Judith Belk, are very much 
involved with student placement, testing, child abuse and neglect programs, along with 
crisis intervention situations. The counselors are an essential component in our 
communication between teachers, students, and parents to assure the success of each child. 


Mrs. Victoria Boucher, Central School librarian, has a large annual circulation of 
books with this unique school/town library program. As well as having library once a 
week, the children receive special subject instruction on a weekly basis from Mrs. 
Katherine Douglas, art teacher; Mrs. Carolyn Post, physical education teacher; and Mrs. 
Mary Ann Rebhan, music teacher. 


This year we have again seen positive community support and town department 
cooperation in many areas. Safety Officer Michael Kennedy has provided the DARE program, 
as well as teaching school bus evacuation, seat belt safety awareness, and child abuse 
prevention. He represents a very positive image of the Police Department for the 
children. Chief Parow has arranged visits to the Fire Station and has talked with classes 
about fire safety. Mr. Trudeau of the Highway Department is most cooperative with outside 
maintenance items on the playground. 
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Mrs. Mary Ann Roan's Parent Volunteer Program is highly regarded by everyone. 
Volunteers work in classrooms, the library, computer center, at home, and with special 
- events at the school. They gave over 1000 hours of time to the school last year. 


This is a very large school which is cleaned and maintained by the Head Custodian, 
Mr. E. Russell Murphy, and his two men, Mr. Donald Alger and Mr. James Robak. They have a 
great deal of pride in the building which is obvious in the appearance of the school. In 
the cafeteria Mrs. Jeanette O'Day and her workers prepare several hundred meals daily. 
Mrs. Hope Wilson, the school nurse, sees approximately 50-70 children in the clinic each 
day. The very competent school secretaries, Mrs. Collins, and Mrs. Tesson, are best known 
to the children and parents as the friendly, helpful people in the office, who really run 
the school. 


The central office staff with Mr. Achin, Administrative Assistant, and Mrs. 
Levine, Pupil Personnel Director, are always helpful to us. Mr. Mitchell, I would like to 
express to you my sincere appreciation for your support to the Central School. I have 
found your advice and encouragement essential in the administration of the school. The 
School Committee with Chairman, Mr. John Leonard, works diligently to provide an excellent 
school system for the citizens of East Bridgewater.

REPORT OF THE MIDDLE SCHOOL PRINCIPAL 
Dear Mr. Mitchell: 


I respectfully submit the annual East Bridgewater Middle School Town 
Report for 1993. 


The total enrollment on the last school day in December, 1993, was 735 
students. The following is the grade distribution: 


Grade 5 183 Grade 7 180 | 
Grade 6 190 Grade 8 182 
TOTAL 735 Students 


This represents a net enrollment increase of thirty-three students over 
the total number of students enrolled in 1992. 


The Middle School Building Addition Committee, which was charged at the 
April 1989 Town Meeting with the responsibility of formulating a solution to 
the problem of overcrowded elementary schools, presented the 1993 Town Meeting 
with a Renovation/Addition proposal which was accepted by the voters. On May 
15, a debt exclusion vote was held, and by a vote of 957 to 721, the Town 
approved the $9,519,420 project. On October 4, the Town voted to amend the 
action taken in April and permit the Building Committee to borrow $500,000 for 
planning and design purposes. During the remainder of the year, the Committee 
has been involved in the actual Design/Development phase, and will adhere 
strictly to the schedule which will have all pertinent documents submitted to 
the State of Massachusetts Department of Education in order to lock in the 80% 
reimbursement rate to which the Town of East Bridgewater is currently 
entitled. The current membership of this Committee is:

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The Committee accepted with deep regret the resignation of Mr. Carl 
"Pete" Eastman after the May election. Mr. Eastman gave valuable insight to 
the Committee as they worked with the townspeople to determine the wishes oe 
the community and the need for additional space for students. 


Students and teachers at the Middle School have been engaged in a variety 
of special programs and activities during 1993. Fifth grade students attended 
Nature's Classroom; students participated in national geography and spelling 
bees; and eighth grade students published the third Middle School literary 
magazine, “Memories & Imaginations." The Quest: Skills for Adolescence and 
D.A.R.E. (Drug Abuse Resistance Education) programs continue to be an integral 
part of the curriculum in grades 5-8. Seventh grade students and parents were 
treated to an evening Quest Celebration in May, with a performance of We Can: 


A Day in the Life of an Adolescent, by local mime, Scot Cannon, and selected 
seventh grade students. Karen Cassidy, Drug Education Coordinator, in 
conjunction with the Guidance Department, conducted staff inservice, as well 
as student information programs, around issues of substance abuse. During 
1993, the Middle School Parents & Teachers for the Arts provided the following 
educational and entertaining enrichment programs: Native American Day; Birds 
of Prey, Julie Collier; In Search of the Whale with musician, Tom Callinan; 
World of Snakes; and Bill Meikle as Ben Franklin. Sixth grade students 
experienced a week of activities in June surrounding the study of whales, 
culminating with a whale watch. These activities were designed by a group of 
teachers who participated in a teacher enhancement grant program funded by the 
National Science Foundation and offered through Bridgewater State College. 
Seventy-four students in grades five through eight participated in the Middle 
School's first Discovery Night, a non-competitive science activity night that 
was held on March 31. Generous support from area businesses made it possible 
for every participating student to receive a Discovery Night T-shirt. In 
December, Mary Donoghue, an eighth grade student was named the state level 
grand prize winner in the 1993 Student Essay Contest sponsored by the 
Massachusetts CUNA Credit Union Association. Christie Wynott was chosen in 
April to represent the State of Massachusetts at the Respecteen National Youth 
Forum in Washington D.C. Both of these award winners submitted written 
materials and were awarded their honors based on these writing samples. It is 
important to note that both contestants were students under the direction and 
guidance of Mrs. Kathleen Teahan, their eighth grade English teacher. 


Professional development is an on-going priority. Teachers had the 
opportunity during 1993 to attend professional conferences and participate in 
inservice workshops in a variety of areas. Some of the topics included: Core 
Values; Strategies to Address the Wide Spectrum of Needs in Classrooms; 
Strategies for Enhancing Self-Esteem; Incorporating NCTM Math Standards into 
Math Instruction; Total Quality Management; Basic First Aid; and issues 
surrounding HIV/AIDS. Curriculum release time during the school year, as well 
as summer curriculum workshops, make it possible to develop and improve 
programs, also an on-going process. During June 29-30, 22 Middle School 
teachers elected to participate in curriculum development projects of their 
own design. All of these opportunities are made possible through a 
combination of grant and in-house funding. In addition, eight Middle School 
teachers participated in the second year of Project SWIMS, an innovative 
teacher enhancement program at Bridgewater State College, funded by the 
National Science Foundation. 
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The integration of technology into the instructional program continues to 


be a focus at the Middle School. Additional Macintosh computers have been 
integrated into the computer lab and library. Teachers and students continue 
to explore new ways to incorporate technology tools such as computers and 
interactive multimedia (CD-ROM and laser disk programs) into learning and 
research activities. Staff training in the use of these tools is an on-going 
priority. Altogether, 1993 has been very productive in the areas of 
technology integration, staff and curriculum development, as well as student 
recognition and achievement at the Middle School. 


The Guidance Department administered the California Achievement Tests to 
Grade 6 & 8 students, then explained the individual results to them. Over 50 
new students were enrolled and scheduled in September. Three small new 
student transition groups were designed to help these students in their 
adjustment to the school. An anger management group was also conducted by the 
Guidance staff. Thirty-three Grade 7 students were identified for the John 
Hopkins Talent Search. A Guidance intern from Bridgewater State College, Miss 
Annemarie Meaney, worked with the staff during this past Fall. The Guidance 
Department also oversaw the school's participation in the Third National 
Incidence Study of Child Abuse and Neglect which was sponsored by the Federal 
Government. 


The East Bridgewater Middle School Mission Statement Committee began its 
work in January. The primary responsibility of this group was to work on the 
development of a statement which would clearly indicate WHY the school 
organization exists, WHAT it intends to accomplish, and WHOM it serves. In 
the process of completing its task, the VALUES which guide the Middle School 
would be identified by both the staff of the school and the parents of 
students in Grades 4 - 8. After a full year of work, the Committee is now 
engaged in defining and categorizing the CORE OUTCOMES which have been 
submitted for consideration by staff and parents. The membership of the 
Mission Statement Committee is’:

This group has expended many hours in collection and analysis of material 
as well as debate and discussion about the school's role in modern society. 
They are to be commended for their efforts. 


The Massachusetts Education Reform Act was passed in June, 1993. The Act 
_ will fundamentally change how schools operate in the Commonwealth, for it 


initiates many reforms which are designed to upgrade curriculun, technology, 
and assessment of student progress and make the Massachusetts student capable 
of “world class" performance in the 2lst century. The Act also created 
individual School Councils, which are intended to assist in the concept of 
"site based management". The Middle School Council began meeting in November, 
and will continue to meet on a monthly basis. The membership of this Council 
is:

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This group has been formed to serve in an advisory capacity to the 
Principal of the Middle School in determining the Educational Goals of the 
school, identifying the Educational Needs of the students, reviewing the 
Annual Budget, and formulating the School Improvement Plan. The administration 
is looking forward to working with the Council to provide a better experience 
for the student body. 


In closing, I wish to thank all the parent groups, community members, and 
parents who volunteered in many capacities to help our students. The Viking 
Sports Parents made a significant monetary contribution which enabled the 
Middle School to reinstitute the Intramural Program. Mrs Maryann Roan again 
supervised a Parent Volunteer program in which over 1000 hours of volunteer 
time was spent by parents assisting our teachers and our librarian. Mrs. 
Jayne Broydrick coordinated the work in the Student Bookstore, and gave 
valuable assistance to the Discovery Night project. In similar manner, the 
entire staff of the Middle School provided quality education to our students 
in a period of diminished financial resources, for they recognized that our 
students deserve the best and they worked diligently to provide that 
Opportunity. Our custodial staff provided a clean and healthy environment in 
the building, and the cafeteria personnel consistently offered nutritious and 
enjoyable lunches. The Superintendent's office gave able assistance and 
direction, and you, personally, provided capable and focused leadership in 
difficult times. The School Committee also should be commended for the 
excellent service they performed in support of our students.

REPORT OF THE HIGH SCHOOL PRINCIPAL 
Dear Mr. Mitchell, 


It is with pleasure that I submit the annual report of the High 
School for the year 1993. This was a year of stabilization and planning with 
expectations for change, new programs and development as called for by the 
needs of our student population, our society and the requirements of the 
educational reform legislation. Any thoughts of the future must always be 
influenced by known and anticipated class sizes. The enrollment of the High 
School on October 1, 1993 was 615. This was ten less students than reported 
for 1992. It must be noted however, that this lesser number was a result of 
the relatively smaller size of the incoming grade 9 class. This is the last 
year, in this decade, that the incoming grade 9 class will be less than 160 
and more likely, the classes will be closer to 170 or 180 in number. This 
means that the High School enrollment, based on students already in the 
system, will gradually increase to approximately 700 students. This 
projection means that through this decade there will be a necessity to restore 
teaching positions that were lost with budget reductions. There will also be 
a need for space at the High School as we have condensed students, teachers, 
programs and rooms to accommodate the need for kindergarten space. 
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The year 1993, beginning in January, was one of continuing the 
fiscal constraints of a difficult economic time and with September 1993, 
planning for a year of stabilization and optimism that the Commonwealth will 
assist with educational aid. The operational functions of the school and the 
achievements of the students were most positive in all aspects. As always, 
those of us who are fortunate enough to work with the students of East 
Bridgewater High School recognize and appreciate their abilities, their 
potential and their sense of community. The students of East Bridgewater High 
School are a source of pride to themselves, their parents, their town and 
certainly the faculty and staff. 


This two year time of stability has been most welcome after severe 
budget reductions. It has been a time to regroup. It has meant, however, 
that our students have been limited in course offerings and opportunities. 
What we have at E.B.H.S. is excellent, it is what we can't provide and what 
students should have that concerns us at this time. Our My Turn grade 12 
School to Work Transition program was eliminated and our vocational support 
component has been diverted to other essential student support programs. As 
we plan an educational future for rapidly changing career and societal 
objectives, our students must have maximum access to technology and its 
applications. We must develop our business application courses and extend our 
foreign language offerings. We need to provide support for the increasing 
number of our young men and women who are coping with emotional and social 
problems that often overwhelm them. We need to emphasize on-going 
professional development for our faculty so that they will be current with new 
methodologies and techniques to guide students as we all confront the 
information highway and the explosion of knowledge that it is sending our way. 


Approximately 70% of the graduating class of 1993 went on to some 
form of higher education. We need to educate students and families to 
encourage virtually all graduates to continue their education beyond high 
school. The concept of tech. prep that is evolving will assist students to 
set goals for two or four year colleges or technology training. While we have 
done very well in providing computers and computer technology, we must do more 
if our students are to be competitive in the challenging economic environment 
that exists. Our students are capable of success in all areas and demonstrate 
this with the acceptances they gain to prestigious colleges and universities. 
While 71% of our students chose to continue with a higher education program, 
29% went directly into the military or to work. Members of the Class of 1993 
were accepted to such institutions as Bridgewater State College, Massasoit 
Community College, Northeastern University, University of Mass., United States 
Air Force Academy, Berklee College of Music, Harvard University, Emerson 
College, Smith College, Stonehill College, Boston University, Providence 
College, Rensaaelaer Polytechnic Institute, Georgetown University, and the 
University of New Hampshire. Ten students entered military service after 
graduation. 59% of the students going on selected schools in the 
Massachusetts college system. 


Many thanks go to the parents and the town for the support that is 
given to the High School. This support takes many forms. It is seen in the 
budget commitment that has been made in hard times. The support groups, such 
as the Viking Music Parents and Sports Parents, the parent volunteers, 
(C.A.R.E.) and in the service groups that provide scholarships and general 
student support. The High School has continued the APLS grade 9 program which 
utilizes a team of teachers to integrate subject material and plan instruction 
with alternative assessment and individual student strengths in mind. This 
successful concept is one that we hope to expand in the future. 
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The year 1993 saw the completion of the work of our Mission 
Statement Committee. The High School now has a statement of its core values 
as identified by students, staff and community. These statements are the 
foundation for the Mission Statement which will drive decisions as they relate 
to all aspects of the school. The Community-School Committee which had the 
task of developing this Mission Statement discussed educational philosophy and 
values for over a year before the Mission Statement was determined. This 
Committee was a model of the school and community working together for the 
highest purposes. Our thanks goes to each and every individual on this 
Committee: Fred Chapman, Joanne Erickson, Jane Haines, Frank Hallquist, Susan 
Muir, Don Nelson, Paul Nisby, Diane Pacheco, Carol Robertson, Mike Sullivan, 
Susan Crowley, Harry Ferrell-Locke, Barbara Gillespie, Claire Howard, Arthur 
Illsley, Patricia Lovett, Christina Mason, George McCabe, Nancy Miller, 
Kristine Nash, Judy Weyand, Dan Hill, Jennifer Lynch, Mike Pollino, David 
Short, Bill Ewell, Andrew Cox, John Haines, George Kelly, Judy Riordan. The 
work that they have done will guide us for the foreseeable future and their 
commitment will influence the High School into the 21st century. The Mission 
Statement is: East Bridgewater High School is a learning community where every 
individual continues to develop a sense of self worth, social responsibility 
and accomplishment through effort and perseverance. This statement is based 
on the Core Values statements: We value effort and perseverance as keys to 
success. We value responsibility, both personal and social, as essential to 
society. We value accomplishments which are the result of a learning process 
that is cooperative and on-going. We value self worth as the foundation for 
growth. 


The Educational Reform legislation passed in June, 1993, is 
potentially, one of the most important pieces of educational legislation in 
the Commonwealth in this century. One of the mandates of the legislation was 
for each school to establish a School Council that will advise and recommend 
in areas of budget, a school improvement plan and long range goals to 
accomplish such a plan. This Council is also comprised of dedicated 
individuals who believe in quality education. They will serve a two year term 
and be a major factor and influence on the instructional environment, school 
climate and program direction. Their present task is to begin a needs 
assessment process through training in group processes and evaluation and 
assessment methods. The members of this site based management Council are: 
Jane Haines, Co-chairperson; Jennifer Lynch, secretary; Dorothy Tully, Fred 
Chapman, Charles Peix, Michael Herbert, Arthur Illsley, George McCabe, Vernon 
Post, Erin Resendes, Joanne DaSilva, Rosemary Rudolph, Stacey Jordan and the 
High School principal. 


As always, our Student Activities and co-curricular programs are 
an important component of the total educational scene. Students develop 
additional skills and qualities through the various opportunities provided by 
music, sports, drama, Student Senate, class activities and clubs. Many thanks 
go to Mrs. Barbara Gillespie who serves as Student Activities Coordinator. 
This year our athletic program saw the baseball team in the state finals, the 
football team in the Superbowl, the marching band placing second, with a gold 
medal, in the New England competition and the girls soccer team playing at the 
tournament level. All of our teams and groups did well as they always do. 

Our students excel in character, competition and service as well as in their 
academic endeavors. 
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Our appreciation extends to all of our faculty and staff. These people, 
with the students, make East Bridgewater High School a successful educational 
institution. We thank Mrs. Hynes for her total commitment to educational 
excellence through making the High School library the focus for integration of 
all studies. Mrs. Hynes gives to the students, often at the expense of her 
own personal health. She is an example of the kind of individual who makes 
East Bridgewater an exceptional community. We also thank the School Committee 
for their tireless efforts for the schools and the pride that they radiate at 
the success of students. There is a relationship between the High School and 
the Police Department that is another example of close cooperation. School 
and police, with the initiation of Chief Silva, work together for the benefit 
of students. We recognize the leadership that Superintendent Mitchell and the 
central office provide. A vision of what schools must become is necessary 
before this can happen. Supt. Mitchell transmits such a vision and his 
leadership allows each school to carry it out as best for that school. We are 
very fortunate to to have an educational system that integrates school and 
community for the mutual welfare of all.

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REPORT OF THE ATHLETIC DIRECTOR 


Dear Mr. Mitchell: 


On the lst day of January 1993, the Basketball Season was into its: 6th 
game. The boys program witnessed a change in the coaching staff. Steven 
Fernandez, a Junior High School Social Studies Teacher at Silver Lake Regional 
High School, had been hired as the new Head Coach. We also hired 2 new 
Assistant Coaches, Mr. Richard Wheaton from Taunton, Massachusetts, and an 
East Bridgewater resident, Mr. Michael Saya. The Coaching Staff brough a 
fresh, hardworking and dedicated attitude with them. The boys played in the 
Open State Tournament, but were defeated in a close game by Case High School 
of Swansea. 


Coach Steven Giambanco started his second year as the Head Coach of the 
Female Basketball Team. The undefeated Freshman Basketball Team of 1992 became 
an undefeated Junior Varsity Team in 1993. The Varsity improved their skills 
and hoop knowledge and their won lost record also improved. They lost to a 
strong Franklin High School Team in the lst round of the State Tournament.

The Trackies participated 
in the State Coaches Meet at Weston High School. The Track and Field men 
finished third in the State in their Division. Congratulations for such a 
great season.

Girls Track also represented the School and Town with honor. The ladies 
pulled down a strong Third Place finish in the South Shore league. Their 
overall record was 8-3.

The girls are to be congratulated for their hard work and 
desire. 
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Across the field from Memorial Stadium, the Girls Softball Team plays on 
Connor's Memorial Field. Coach Michael Dunphy, in his 3rd year at the helm, 
has built an up and coming team. Injuries to key players held the young team 
to a 4-12 record. With many returning players Coach Dunphy is looking for an 
improved record in 1994. 


The Tennis Courts at the High School are in disrepair. Due to this 
unfortunate situation, the Girls Tennis Team is forced to play and practice at 
Bridgewater State College. We sincerely appreciate the efforts of East 
Bridgewater resident and BSC's Athletic Director, John Harper in granting us 
the use of the college courts. Coach Leanna Russell has done an excellent job 
of teaching novice tennis players the game of tennis. 


After summer recess 611 students returned to the halls of E.B.H.S With 
vigor and dreams. The same success we enjoyed during the Spring was repeated 
in the fall of 1993. 


Until the last week of the season, the Boys Soccer Team was in 
contention for Post Season Play. Coach David Floeck's knowledge of the game 
and coaching skills along with the talent of the athletes has led to constant 
improvement over the last 3 years. 


The Girls Soccer Team, coached by Bill Mauger, qualified for State 
tournament play for the 2nd straight year. The girls finished tied for 2nd 
place in the South Shore League, but lost to a strong Rockland High School 
team 2-1 in the State Tournament. Great Season Ladies. 


The Field Hockey Team welcomed highly skilled and knowledgeable Lisa 
Roberts to the Head Coaches position. Coach Roberts and her Assistant Gina 
Spagone are both E.B.H.S. graduates. It is great to see them back in Town and 
giving back to the programs that gave them a start.

There are many high schools in the country who would love to match our 
programs and records of 1993. 6 of our teams qualified for post season 
tournaments. There are athletes in individual sports who also participated in 
post season events. I congratulate the athletes, coaches, administration, 
faculty, student body and townspeople for a very successful 1993. 


I also thank the Viking Sports Parents, the Viking Recreation Center, 
the East Bridgewater Savings Bank, the South Weymouth Savings Bank, the East 
Bridgewater Fire and Police Departments and everyone involved in making 1993 
the major athletic success it was.

REPORT OF THE DIRECTOR OF SCHOOL FOOD SERVICES 
Dear Mr. Mitchell: 


The School Food Service is pleased to submit its report for 1993. The 
School Food Service continues its tradition of offering nutritious and 
appetizing noon-day meals to the students of East Bridgewater at one of the 
lowest costs of any of the surrounding towns. 


There has been a gradual reduction over the years in Federal and State 
Reimbursements and this coupled with an increase in food and labor costs over 
this same time period has necessitated a close monitoring of the monies 
generated in order to maintain a viable and semi-self supporting school lunch 
program. 


Lunches are continually monitored and modified to meet the changing 
needs and requests of the students while still providing nutritious type A 
meals. The favorite foods of the students in general continues to be chicken 
nuggets and pizza. In order to provide for the change in eating habits and 
tastes of the younger students, the Central School is providing alternative 
meals, such as pizza, several times per week as an added alternative to the 
lunch of the day. In addition to providing type A meals for the students, the 
lunch program, especially at the upper levels, provides an extensive a-la- 
carte program with a variety of different offerings. The a-la-carte offerings 
as with the lunches are changed or rotated as the need arises in order to 
accommodate the change in tastes and requests of the students. The profit 
realized on the a-la-carte program supplements the losses sustained by the 
lunch program on the students share for type A lunches. The School Lunch 
Program supplies some limited commodities as well as milk to the kindergarten 
program and meals for the elderly on a weekly basis at the Middle School. 


I would like to especially thanks Mrs. Jacqueline Edwards, the 


Administrative Assistant to the Director, who since the retirement of Mrs. 
Theresa Sullivan, has assumed an increased share of the duties. 
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I would like to express my appreciation to High School Cafeteria 
Manager, Mrs. Catherine Mormino, Middle School Cafeteria Manager, Sophie Stec, 
Central School Cafeteria Manager, Jeanette O'Day and all the workers and 
substitutes at all the schools. Thanks also to Superintendent Gordon Mitchell, 
Middle School Principal Jack Collins, Central School Principal George Frye and 
High School Principal Judith Riordan and the students and parents without whom 
there would be no program.
